Everyone 
ran the 2% mile Varsity race. It was a rough but exciting season for this young, 
inexperienced team. Unfortunately, the team lost its dual and triangular meets; but 
it did fairly well in the city meet. In the City Cross-Country Championship meet, the 
Arts High team came in fifth defeating Central, South Side, and Vailsburg. Lawrence 
Hamm took first place, winning his first cross-country title and the city individual cham- 
pionship. Larry was undefeated in the City League. The top five runners, Larry, Mike, 
Tyrone, Alfred, and Bob, went on to run in the county and state sectional meets. Arts 
High placed 17th out of 23 schools that competed in the county meet, but because of 
the keen competition, Arts came in last in the Group | school state sectional race. Larry 
Hamm placed 5th in the county, and 4th in state sectional, which qualified him to run 
in the state finals; and 7th in the Group | State Final Championship meet, winning 
medals for each race. The boys would like to pay tribute to Coach Marcus who was 
always on the field, rain or shine, working with them.
